Sept. 18, 1935—Pinkerton Academy heralded the arrival of a rather 
abashed little stranger. The new arrival has been christened “39” and at present 
is well under way to becoming welter-weight champions of historic Pinkerton 
Academy. The late addition has been placed under the parentage of Frank 
O’Neil, Virginia Bloomfield, Chester Gordon, and Theresa Bernier. 
The current arrival entered upon the scene garbed in a banner of blue and 
gold, and uttered as its first public statement to the press, the following:

To the fight and finish slow, 
We’re the ones upright and true, 
For our banner gold and blue”.

February 19, 1937—Flashing to you the highlight in the Sophomore World 
of sports!! The yearlings were awarded the Basketball trophy for Inter-class 
competitive games. 

Time Marches On! 

Sept. 27, 1937—The officers of “39” remain status quo. 

Feb. 11, 1938—The Social Event of the Season! The Junior Prom in all 
its festive attire was influenced by the hearts and flowers atmosphere of St. 
Valentines. Ed Harvey presided, per usual, with his musical baton. 

March 26, 1938—The future dramatic stars or “39” held the premier of 
“Happy Days” at the Adams Memorial, where the townspeople accorded the 
cast a huge ovation. The play enjoyed a one night stand before Broadway 
turned it down. 

May 16, 1938—A resounding splash was heard in the vicinity of Angle 
Pond, as the class “ensemble” plunged into the cooling depths. The class was 
revived to renewed vigor by hot dogs and soda pop and general dancing followed 
as the central attraction. Angle Pond is now recognized as one of the gayer 
resorts of New England. 

Time Marches On! 

Sept. 25, 1938— Special Bulletin! Landslide elections once more swept 
across the P. A. Campus with an overwhelming majority for the officers of the 
past year. 

Oct. 17, 1938—Crop failure this year resulted in a cornless roast for the 
“39,ers”. Island Pond was the scene of this hilarious gathering and the spirits 
of the participants were not in the least dampened by the raindrops. An 
impromptu amateur hour provided entertainment for the remainder of the 
evening. 

Dec. 20, 1938—Yuletide greetings were offered by the faculty in the form 
of a gala Christmas Dance, the proceeds of which were generously donated to 
the senior treasury. 

January 30, 1939—Again the “39ers” plunged into Thespian endeavors 
under Director Wheelock’s superb direction. This time, “Little Jimmie Jones”, 
was the object of the Academy award, with a talented cast of Bernhardts and 
Barrymores, in the offing. The soaring gate receipts financially assisted the 
status of the class assets. 

April 5, 1939—Late Bulletin! Frank O’Neil, the late president of “39”, left 
for parts unknown. Rumors have it that the popular vagabond is carving a

~ and money on a jaunt to New York City and the fair grounds. The seniors 
are checking their baggage at the Hotel Bristol and may be contacted at that 
address by those “back home” ——— A customary excursion tour of the Great 
White Way will be made and night life, in the manner of Broadway, will be 
included. The seniors booked passage on the “S. S. New York” at Boston, and 
arrived in New York the following morning. No casualities have been thus 
far reported. 

June, 1939—Pinkerton was the scene of juvenile revelry as the “39ers” 
reverted to their childhood days both in costume and actions at the hilarious 
Kid Party. Infantilism was the order of the night!
